The new deer law requires that

every hunter of deer secure deer
tags. Fach tag costs $1.00 and
each hunter must have two tags

It is required that as soon as one
kills a deer a tag, properly filled
out must be tied on the horns, and
the duplicate mailed to the Fish
and Game Commission. These tags
must be countersigned by the State
Game Warden or any other person
entitled to administer oaths, 1. e.
notary publics, justices of the
pence, ete. When tags are proper-
ly countersigned, the hunter may
transport deer from open to closed
districts,
